FRENCH’ CRIME WAVE. 
* DEAD BODY AS RAILWAY 
“ LUGGAGE.” 

. No doubt the ubiquitous revolver 
is a prime de in the alarming 
siveession of robberies and other 
crimes of violence .which are so pro- 
minen? daily in the columns of the 
French Press. . The latest oficial 
stutstics show that no fewer than 
four million Frenchmen and women 
possess prohibited arms, such as 
revuivers and automatic pistols, Many 
of these people retain the weapors 
erved out to them of their friends 
during the war, or which were picked 
up on the battlefiehds. After the 
armistice the authorities ordered that 
all yach srms should be‘handed to the 
military authorities, but this decree 
was very inadequately carried out. In 
addition, many people who never 
thought’ of doing so before have pur- 
chaxed revolvers. : 

‘Another serious feature is that, 
though the law provides that revolvers 
shall only be sald to people of whose 
hona fides the gunsmith is assured, it 
jx said that this law is honoured 
in the breach rather then the 
observance, and that in the lower 
quarturs of Paris there is a brisk 
traffic in these weapons. Any young 
would-be criminal can thus easily 

sure u revolver. Quite apart from 
the advantage which this gives to the 
crn ital, the promiscuous postession 
of U-adly weapons is every day 
leading to tragedies. Numerous cases 
contd betited in which @ quarrel that 
jn pre-war days woul’ bave ended in 
4 few blows. has led to one or more of 
the participants being severely 
wounde4. . 

The latest shooting tragedy. one of 
a particularly revolting character, 
recalls the case in which Madame 
Besarabo bas for many months past 
been awaiting trisl. For in this in- 
stance also the unfortunate victim’s 
body was wrapped up and sont like 
ordinary luggage to a railway 
station. Recently 3 concierge in 
the Rue Constantine named Boissiere. 
aged 49, had been missing. The fact 
that 3.000f worth of jewels and money 
were missing, 8ad that Boisciere’s 
wife and children were away at the 
time, gave rise to suspicions 
of foul plar. in addition, blood- 
stains were found in the kitchen. 
A young manirapproached an 
eficial at the bageage department 
at the Gare de Lyon and said he had 
left some damaged. beef there, and 
that he wanted assistance in order to 
throw it into, the Seine. He added 
that he bad allowed the beef to go 
bad, and that hedid not want his 
customers to know about it. The 
young msn was evidently not a 
butcher and the police shadowed 
him. Later when he returned 
to claim a large wicker basket in 
which he bad placed the “beef” 
two police inspectors arrested him. 
The package was then opened, and 
found to contain the body of Boissiere, 
sho had been shot through the head, 

The young man proved to be Felix 
Gounaud, aged 22, a nephew of 
Boissiere.

CAVES OF MENDIP. 

WONDERFUL SNOW-WHITE. - 

PALACE. : 

A most interesting discovery which 
has been made in the caves of Mendip, 
inthe Cheddar iGotge, is recorded by 
the Observer. Ow knowledge of these 
caves, with their beautiful stalagmite 
and stalactite formations hs been 
considerably enlarged in recent years 
by the explorations of the Mendip | 
Nature Research Committee of the 
Wells (Somerset) Natural Historyjand 
Researcr: Society, led by Mr. H.E. 
Balch: and it is to this committee 
that. we owe the latest and most 
important discovery. '*Swildon’s 
Hole,” at Priddy, three miles from 
Cheddar, has hitherto presented a 
formidable obstacle to exploration in 
the shape of a waterfall: but this has 
been so greatly reduced by the drought 
that a descent recently became pos- 
sible. Says the Observer 

“Mr. Balch led in s party of fifteen, 
with tackle sufficient to reach a great 
depth. Forty feet down they waded 
through the'long gallery. the walls of 
which are of a structure not elsewhere 
found in Mendip. ‘The limestone is 
crumpled in short folds of a foot or 80 
in width. much lik: a series of capital 
W's the regult of the original folding 
of the rocks and not of recent muve~ 
ments. Always descending. the party 
passed through masses of beantifully- 
tormed stalagmites and stalactites, 
through a wonderful grotto, the 
principal ‘object in which is a great 
suspended boss, surrounded by erystal 
draperies of surpassing beauty, till at 
a depth of 250ft they entered the 
unknown, : 

“Passing through a dithealt water- 
way they came on the real wonder of 
the cave ins loop of the main channel 
further on. Mr Barnes was the firt 
man to enter the loop, atd it was 
christened by his name. 

““<Tmagine, said one of the party, 
‘a series of grottos carved out of the 
parest white marble. Let the floor 
coasist of snow white terraces, with 
pools so clear and pace that it seemed 
desecration to walk over it. Every 
inch of these is lined with thousands 
of gleaming crysials, and the surface 
of many is neady frosted over, as it 
were, with a covering of these crystals, 
leaving an opening in the middle 
through which the lovely interior is 
seen. Drape the roof with folds of 
the whitest velvet and hang pendants 
and cayities all around. Line these 
cavities with’ groups of gleaming 
erystals throwing back the reflected 
light like millions of diamonds. Bar 
the way with a great pool, tivelve feet 
across, with the lovely sheets descen- 
ding into it, and then'fass a szall por. 
tal on the far side into a fairyland be- 
yond. Hang along the sides couatless 
slender shafts many fee: in length. 
and ,less than half-an-inch thick. 
Carve a great column reaching 
nearly to the roof, and sur- 
mount it with s squaresided and 
square-topped tower. Fill every 
crevice and correr with fantastic de- 
vices of crystalline forms, and that is 
“ Barnes’ loop” of Swildon’s Hole.” ' 

‘Lesser beauties engag-d the at- 
tention of the explorers till, ata depth 
of 460ft, the way was barred by an 
obstruction of mud and sand, and a 
cairn of stones was raised, each 
member of the party contributing. 
It was not till the small hours of the 
following morning—seventeen hours 
from the start—that the party con- 
cluded the beat day’s exploration 
work done for many years in the 
Mendip caves.’ ”

VESSELS WORTH MILLIONS 
RUSTING TO PIECES. 


How 150' warships which cost mil- 
lions of pounds are being allowed to 
rot iuto utter uselvssness at their 
moorings near Saltash Bridge, above 
Devonport dockyard, is described in 
anarticle published by the Western 
Morning’ News and Mercury.

The vessels comprise destroyers, 
minesweepers, submarine chasers of 
the modern * P” class, and on? of the 
famous ‘Q” mystery boats, and 
many of them are even now lees than 
five years old. The boats are awai- 
ting purchasers, but-until they are 

isposed of surely the Admiralty 
ought to take steps to ensure that 
they are maintained in good condition. 

When ore five-years-old vessel came 
into harbour for the last time it Was 
in spict and span condition. Now it 
is almost, if not utterly, unseaworthy. 
The steel deck is so rusted that it 
comes away in the hand like ‘shale; 
in*some places it is almost possible to 
push a stick through it; and ‘when 
walked upon it sounds like a sheet of 
corrugated iron. : 

The rust permeates everywhere. 
Wire hawsers, once strong, snap in the 
hand, wireless gear lies on the deck in 
tangled masses of aerials, rubber, and 
wooden stays ; ventilating cowls fallen 
from the perpendicular are prevented 
from dropping altogether by rope sup- 
ports. « te

Altogether there were 246 bids rang- 
ing from $100 to $1000 and the upset 
price of $30,198 was steadily improved 
upon until $70,900 had been reached. 
Then Mr. U Pun Nam, to the astonish- 
ment of everyone in the room, 
effectively squashed all competition 
by offering $80,000 and at that price 
it was knocked down to him and his 
co-purchasers, Messrs Chan Pia Chuen 
Ho Wah Tong and Tang Koo Sang.

. Possession of apparatus for printi 
counterfeit cee af the Rage 
VIndo-Chine, ‘was alleged spainst,two 
Yaumati Chinese produced before

The prisoners were Chin Shing, 
Printer; and Ip Yam, s cook of No. 
168, Portland Street, Yaumati. 

The charges proferred against them 
were (1) that on October 13 they did 
feloniously use certain stane slabs for 
printing notes of the Banque de 
VIndo Chine; (2) that they did use or 
ee -in their possession stone slabs 

or impressing upon psper figures 
resembling bank-notes of the said 
Bank ; and (3) that they had in their 
Possession or centrol an unregistered 
printing press. 


Mr, G. G. N. Tinson prosecuted for 


the Bank. Mr. R. E. AL Webster 
represented the accused, 

Mr. Tinson said that the police 
taided No. 168, Portland Street, on 
the night of October 13, and found 
the printing apparatus and some 
Partly printed bank-notes. The 
second sccused was arrested on the 
premises, Detectives left behind in 
the house to keep watch, the same 
night arrested first accused, in whose 
nathe the premises were rented. 

Divisional - Inspector Browne, 
described the raid and the discovery 
of the printing prees and of sheets of 


10-cent notes of the Banque de 
V'Indo-China. He also prodnced a 
bundle of the finiched counterieit 
notes which were alleged to have been 
circulated.
